Remarks 

Entry of the foregoing amendments is respectfully requested. 
Disposition of the claims 

Claims 1-22 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer to Applicants filing one 
or more continuing applications directed to the previously-presented subject matter. 

Claims 23-24 and 34 were previously amended in Applicants Response to Restriction 
Requirement filed 10-15-2004. 

Claims 23-33 and 35-37 were withdrawn to Applicants' election of claim 34 in response 
to the Restriction Requirement. 

By the foregoing amendment, claims 38-73 were added. Therefore, Claims 34 and 38-73 
are pending. 

SUMMARY OF CLAIM AMENDMENTS AND NOTICE OF COPIED CLAIMS 

By the foregoing claim amendments, Applicants have added claims 38-73. Support for 
these claims may be found throughout the specification, and at least at paragraphs 0021, 0082, 
0326, 0357, and 0364. Accordingly, no new matter has been added. 

Claims 38-68 were essentially identically copied from U.S. Patent No. 6,660,272 issued 
12-09-2003 to Allan et al. (available on IFW for consideration) to avoid any question of 
compHance with 35 U.S.C. § 135(b)(1) should Applicants decide, after completing their analysis, 
that the subject claims are indeed patentable and that an interference is indeed desired. If a 
determination is ultimately made to proceed with an interference, a further paper containing the 
information required by 37 C.F.R. § 41.202 will be submitted. Correspondingly, if a 
determination is made that the present application does not support any of the newly-copied 
claims, an appropriate filing will be submitted. 

Applicants note that the Examiner has previously restricted the originally filed claims, 
and that in a Response to Restriction Requirement dated 10-15-2004, Applicants elected for 
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further prosecution at this time, Group III, namely Claim 34, drawn to a method of detecting. 
While the present amendment is being filed for the purpose of complying with 35 U.S.C. 
§ 135(b)(1), Applicants acknowledge that new Claims 38-73 are likely to be considered as 
directed to withdrawn subject matter, e.g.. Group I. Entry of new claims 38-73 is however 
respectfully requested. 

Notification of Related Application 

The Examiner's attention is directed to a new application filed 12-09-2004. Applicants 
will inform the Examiner of the application number once it is known. (This reference to the new 
application is not a waiver of the new application's secrecy.)
